Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Palermo; — 

I  herewith  present  my  annual  report  o  the  schools  of 
Palermo. 

With  few  exceptions  the  schools  have  progressed  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  attendance  has  been  good  and,  in 
most  cases,  the  teachers  have  labored  industriously.  The 
ninth  grade  was  introduced  at  the  beginning  of  theschool 
year  and  the  pupils  have  done  excellent  work. 

At  your  next  town  meeting  it  would  he  w  ell  to  consid- 
er the  acl visibility  of  continuing  the  Foye,  Center,  and 
Western  Ridge  School?.    It  would  be  rather  difficult  to 
transport  the  pupils  in  some  of  these  schools,  owing  to 
the  distance  and  condition  of  the  roads. 

Chapter  33,  Public  Laws  of  1921  provides  that  on  and 
after  the  first  day  of  September,  1924,  all  school  build- 
ings, or  buildings  used  for  school  purposes  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  toilet  facilities  that  shall  be  installed  in  such 
manner  and  location  as  to  insure  privacy,  cleanliness, 
and  supervision  by  teachers,  and  that  shall  meet  the 
following  requirement:  Privies  located  in  attached 
buildings  provided  with  separate  compartments  for  the 
sexes,  accessible  only  by  separate  ventilated  passage 
ways  from  school  rooms  or  corridors  and  constructed  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  vault  of  said  privy  shall  be  at 
least  ten  feet  from  the  nearest  schoolroom  wall  and  ad- 
jacent to  the  outside  wall  of  the  building  in  which  said 
privy  is  located. 

Quite  a  large  sum  has  been  expended  for  textbooks. 
This  was  due  in  part  to  the  introduction  of  the  ninth 
grade.  New  Geographies  and  Histories  ha\7ebeen  placed 
in  most  of  the  schools.  Several  changes  should  be. made 
the  coming  year  as  the  hooks  are  out  of  date  as  well  as 
badly  worn.
